THE WEEK IN CONGRESS.

The Closing Hours of the Long Session at 
Hand. 


Wasninaton, September 28.—[Special.}— 
When the senate meets tomorrow morning 
the report of the conference committee on the 
tariff bill will be ready for presentation, and 
will probably be taken up at once for consider- 
ation. How much time will be consumed in 
discussion cannot be accurately stated, for the 
rules of the senate do not permit a limitation 
of debate except by unanimous consent, but 
the leaders on both sides were confident, Sat- 
urday, that a vote could bo reached by Tues- 
day at furthest. If that proves to be the 
case, final adjournment will come the day 
after the report is dispesed of. So far as 
known, Mesers. Carlisie and McPherson (if he 
be well enough to talk), are the only senators 
on the democratic side of the 
chamber who will make speeches 
on the report. On the republican side, Mr. 
Aidrich, who will submit the report, wil! prob- 
ably answer them. Mr. Ingalls had not de- 
cided tonight whether or not to make a speech. 
Some discussion of the report by the repub- 
lican senaiors who are not satisiied with its 
recommendationsis anticipated,but how wide a 
rauge it will take, or how extended, cannot be 
foretold. In addition to the tariff bill there is 
only one other measure, the genera) defic'ency 
bill, which is likely to receive the attention of 
tho senate prior to adjournment. That is now 
pending in the house, and will be ready for 
consideration by the senate on Tuesday. 

With the single exception of the adoption of 
the conference report on tho general de- 
ficiency appropriation. bill, the house has 
completed its labors for the | session, 
and waits upon the pleasure of the senate 
as to the date of final adjournment. 

During the time between tomorrow morning 
and thatdate the business transacted will 
doubtless be largely made up of measures 
taken irreguiarly from the calendar, to which 
there is no pronounced oppos.ticn. If may be 
that an eliort will be made to pass two 
shipping bills sent over by the senate, but this 
will be strongly resisted by the democrats, and 
ness special provision is made for their con- 
sideration, the effort is likely to fail.

NORTH CAROLINIANS HARD AT WORK 


To Develop the Wonderful Resources of 
Their State~Macon County Investing 
in a Railroad Scheme. 


FRANKLIN, N. C., September 28.—[Special.] 
The citizens of Macon county have voted for 
the issuing of bonds to the amount of $100,000 
for the purpose of aiding in the construction 
ofa railroad through Macon county.

A QUAINT OLD PLACE, 


Where the Rich People of the Olden Time 
Gathered. 

DvurRHAM, N. C., September 28.—[Special.]— 
‘Jat Rock is situated on top of the Blue 
Ridge, in Henderson county, about three 
miles froin the county seat, Flendersonville. 
tisona plateau about 2,200 feet above sea 
level, and not more than five or six miles from 
the French Broad river.

‘Landof the Sky,’’ as the mountains of the 
Carolinas are called. The drives leading out 
in every direction through green forests whose 
tall trees overarchand shade the highways, 
areasftineas could be wished; the climate 
delightful and invigorating; the water clear 
aud sparkling, and of unquestionable purity. 
Any one visiting the place for the first time 
cannot be otherwise than muchimpressed with 
the beauty and grandeur of the surroundings, :

In olden times before the war, and before. 
resort of much fame thrcughout many of the 
southern states. Many rich planters from 
South Carolina, Georgia and Louisiana built 
elegant residences there. When the summer 
seasons drew near, they might be 
seen with their families and servants 
in fine carriages and wagons driving over the 
turnpikes to their summer home, where they 
dwelied in ease and luxury, and in perfect har- 
mony with their neighbors, the hardy moun- 
taineersin their humble cots, until the au- 
tumn dayscame. Many of those grand old 
places have gone to decay, while others are 
occupied by those once wealthy families who 
lost all of their property during the war and 
are now living secluded lives almost unknown 
to the outside world. Many such historic 
characters as the Trenholms, Draytons, 
Aikens, Kings, Elliotts, Lowndes, Hodges, 
Rutledges, Memmingers, and many others, 
whose names are quite familiar to 
the readers of the history of 
South Carolina, had summer residences there. 

About two miles to the right of that place is 
the Urquhart residence, which was a place of 
much prominence in ante-bellum days on ac- 
count of its magnificent apartments and ele- 
gant grounds. Mr. Urquhart was as that time 
a large sugar planter of New Orleans, Ia., 
and with his,family spent the summer months 
in that delightful retreat in the mountains. 
He was the father of a beautiful and charm- 
ing young girl, who is still remembered by 
some of the older people of that section 
as a daring rider, who dashed along the 
country roads unattended. She is now Mrs. 
James Brown Potter, of whom we read so 
much last winter in the northern press as cro- 
ating such a furor in New York city as an act- 
ress, She appeared intherole of Cleopatra, 
and was harshly and severely criticised.

BSTRUCTION OF THE FOWLER 
PACKING HOUSE. 


THOUSAND DRESSED HOGS 


urn the Biggest Barbecue Chicago Has 
3 Ever Seen—Obstacles in the Way of 
i the Firemen. 


Reicici. September 28.—Fowler Brothers’ 
patking house, at the stockyards, was dam- 
id by fire this morning to the amount of 
#0,000. The fire started at 1:30 o’clock in 
the packing room, or engine room adjoining 
it,itis not known definitely which, and no 
o@use is assigned for the fire. The firemen 
~rked against obstacles from the start. 
The water had little effect on the grease- 
soaked floors, and the fire soon reached 
the tank room, where 320 tanks of lard were 
loeated. These exploded, one after another, 
with loud reports, and the boiling lard fed the 
flames more fiercely. The heat was so intense 
that the firemen were compelled to work at a 
distance, and it was seen to be worse than use- 
less to throw water into the hissing and seeth- 
ing furnace. The packing room was 50x150 
feét, and the whole interior was b!azing when 
the firemen reached the scene, in response to 
the first alarm. 
THE SEETHING FLAMES. 
The flames spread to the cooling room ad- 
joining, and commenced burning the carcasses 
of the hogs hanging there. In the room were 


| 6,689 hogs, and they burned like oil. The roof 


fellin about two hours after the fire started, 
and the fire became more furious. Scores of 
firemen directed a hundred streams of water 
into the burning acres of lard and meat, with 
no effect. About this time the flames reached a 
lott saltpetre stored obove the packing room, 
andl the fumes from the chemicals were awful. 
It stifled the men and made them retreat. It 
entered the nestrils and eyes, and almost made 
thé nen wild with pain. The atmosphere was 
saturated with it. At 6 o’clock it was seen to 
be impossible to extinguish the burning pork, 
and water was thrown onit to keep the fire 
down as much as possible. 
MUST BURN ITSELF OUT. 

It will have to burn itself out, and it will 
probably be two days yet before it is entirely 
extinguished. In the basement of the entire 
building was stored an immense amount of 
sali meats. These caught fire, and while 
the flames yere not furious, and 
were prevented from blazing high, they 
still kept eating the sides, shoulders and hams 
that were placed in solid. cords, layer on 
layer’ 

The roof and floors were covered with 
smoldering meats and kept the water from 
reaching them, and the firmen were busy 
all day today using axes and hammers for re- 
moving the masses of debris that hindered 
their work. 

THE SCENE INSIDE, 

The interior of the buildings was of wood, 
and very inflammabic. The cooling room, in 
which the freshly slaughtered hogs were hang- 
ing, was lined with a foot of sawdust, similar 
toanice house. This hindered the firemen in 
their work, and aided the smoldering “flames.

The packing house in which the fire started 
was insured for $32,500, with its machinery for 
$22.500, engines and boilers $12,500 and con- 
tents $13,000. 

The loss is divided about as follows: $125, 
000 on machinery; $75,000 on dressed hogs; 
$500,000 on sides, hams and shoulders packed 
in cellars. 

THE UNFORTUNATE COMPANY. 

The company that has been conducting this 
business is composed of Englishmen. 

They have been in business here since 1862, 
and been in the present building since 1873. 
The firm has been known as the Anglo-Ameri- 
can Packing Company for years. Recently, a 
new company was formed, to be known 
as the Fowler Bros., limited, and sub- 
scriptions were receivedto stock. It was 
a regular public company, and the stock- 
holders belonged to both continents. 
Shares were placed at $50, and the capital 
stock was over $3,500,000. The prospectus 
issued was intended principally for use in Eng- 
land. It placed thé capital at 751,000 pounds 
sovereign, each share being 19 pounds. It was 
incorporated in England, and proposed to 
acquire the business of Fowler Bros., limited, 
of Liverpool; Fowler Bros., of New York; 
Anderson Fowler Company, of New York; 
the Angio-American Refrigerator Car Com- 
pany, the Anglo-American Provision Com- 
pany, of Chicago, and the Omaha Packing 
Company, Omaha. One-third of the stock 
was taken bythe old owners as purchase 
money, and the remaining 50,000 shares were 
offered for public subscriptions The books 
would have closed September 30th, after be- 
ing open four days. What effect this fire will 
have on the new company can only be con- 
jectured,

When the publishers 
of the daily papersin this city were arrested. 
warrants were issued for each edition of their 
paper from the date the bill was signed until 
the advertisements were left out, five days in 
all. As the violationsof the law were due to 
ignorance of the time when it went into effect, 
the editors were naturally indignant, and are 
| denouncing the action of the postal authorities 
in severe terms. So far more papers have 
been seized and more arrests madein Alabama 
than in all the other states in the union.

The Central Rallroad Officials Accused of an 
Attempted Boycott on the Business of 
the 8., A. and M. Road. 


Amenicvus, Ga., September 28.—[Special.}— 
Friday further developments of the matter of 
disagreement between the Central and the 
Savannah, Americus and Montgomery rail 
roads took place. ‘The Central officials‘claim 
that they were compelled to discharge cotton 
in theirown yard which was to have been 
transferred to the Savannah, Americus and 
Montgomery yards, because the latter could 
not, for want of room, receive and unload the 
ears, as offered; that several train loads had- 
been. seperately tendered and refused, and a 
large number of cars which the Centtal deliv- 
ered in the Savannah, Americas: and Mont- 
gomery yard, in spite of their refusal 
were found in the Central yard again next 
snorning. 

WHAT THE S., A.AND M, PEOPLE SAY, 

The Savannah, Americus and Montgomery 
officials deny this, and claim this action is 
merely a pretext to hamper them and their 
patrons. The management of the.Americus, 
Preston and Lumpkin Compress’ Company 
waited on Superintendent Starr yesterday 
with their attorney, and demanded that the 
cotton discharged by the Centralin the yard 
be reloaded and transferred, as designated in 
the through bills ef lading. Superintendent 
Starr refused, and the matter was wired to 
the railroad commission, with a request for a 
hearing. It is stated here today that the 
commission has notified the Central, and that 
a day will be fixed right away for the trial of 
the caso.

THE TIMES SPEAKS. 

Indeed, The Times, which isspecially favor- 
able to the Savannah, Americus and Mont- 
gomery railroad, in a leading article admits 
that rebates are being paid, through compress 
charges, though no authority for the statement 
isquoted. It says: 

Since the cotton season opened shipment after 
Shipment has been received from Dawson, Colum- 
bus, Albany, Fort Valley, Montezuma and other 
cities and towns along the Central road to be com- 
pressed here by the Americus, Preston and Lump- 
kin press, and forwarded to Savannah. 

The reason for this is obvious. 

Take Fort Valley, for instance. Cotton can be 
Shipped from that pointto Savannah for some- 


thing between 2.2nd 40 cents. From Fort 
Valley to Americus 13 cents is charged. 
The rate from Americus to Savannah is 


38 cents, making atotal from Fort Valley to Sa- 
vanpah, by way of Americus, of 51 ccnts. Say 
that the rate, by Macon, is 40 cents. That makes 
the Americus route 11 cents higher. 

But the amount is more than made up by the 
rebate on compress Charges, which is not given in 
Macon, or Savaunah, or any of the other places 
named. 

That brings cotton by way of Americus on its 
course to the sea. 

SUPERINTENDENT STARR’S VIEWS. 

Superintendent Starr claims that if the 
above is correctly stated, and he believes there 
can be no other explanation of what he calis 
**such an unnatural movement of cotton,’’ the 
Central will come out on top in the hearing 
before the commission. 

Meantime, the fact remains that virtually 
nil the cotton in this section is being handled 
by the Savannah, Americus and Montgomery 
railroad, and as the crop here is earlier by 
some weeks than elsewhere, the bulk of it will 
have gone before the Central can succeed in 
stopping the movement, even if the commission 
should decide in their favor.

Your correspondeut called on Mr. E. P. 
Goodman, the general freight agent of the Sa- 
vannah, Americus and Montgomery railroad, 
and asked for his statement regarding the 
trouble between his road and the Central, and 
also the article in The Morning Times. quoted 
above, and Mr. Goodman says that there is no 
troubie between the Savannah, Americus and 
Montgomery and the Central railroads, but 
only between the latter and the cotton ship- 
pers and the Americus, Preston and Lumpkin 
compress, in which the Savannah, Americus 
and Montgomery railroad has no interest ac- 
count. No rebates are being paid, either 
directly or indirectly, by his road, nor have 
rates been cut from any points by him by 
means of which cotton is diverted to this 
piace. If any rebates are being paid to the 
cotton shippers, as stated by The Times, his 
road has no knowledge of it nor connection 
with it. The rate from Fort Valley to Sa- 
wannah, via Americus,is the same as via 
Macon and from other non-competitive points 
along the Southwestern. The Savannah, 
Americus and Montgomery road has the legal 
and trafic right to give a rate tothe ports via 
Americus,not lessthan the Central’s local ratet 
to Savannah,the Savannah, Americus and Mone 
gomery, of course, paying the Central’s local te 
Americus out of the through rate given. From 
Mr. Goodman’s statemeuts it would appear 
that the cotton coming via Americus is merely 
the result of the exercise of a choice of routes 
by the shippers at equal rates, and that, there- 
fore, no rate cutting or rebates are necessary 
even iflegal. Mr. Goodman makes light of 
the whole matter, and regards the movement 
of cotton via the Savannah, Americus and 
Montgomery road, as merely indications of

The “Compound” Water System Adopted 


by: the City. 


GAINESVILLE, Ga, September 28.—[S al. 
It is an assured fact that Gainesville will have 
@ first-class system of. waterworks in the-near 
future. Mr. N. W. Davis, civil engineer, of 
Atlanta, Ga., is now putting in the water- 
works in accordance with the plans and speci- 
fications that he drew up in July, with the 
exception of a few changes made for the sake 
of economy. The system adopted is the ‘‘com- 
pound system,’’ i. e., the water is forced 
by pumps into a reservoir or standpipe ele- 
vated above the general level of the city and 
thence drawn by gravity into the supply pipes. 
The water will be obtained from Castleberry 
creek, a perfectly pure, clear and very bold 
mountain stream, about two and a half miles 
northwest of Gainesville. The natural flow 
ef this creek will supply three times the pres- 
ent population of Gainesville. The water will 
be collected in a large supply well built of 
brick, and thence forced through a. ten-inch 
main to the standpipe and to the public 
square.

fie Preaches Upon Some Incidents of His 

_  Reeent Journey to the Holy Land— 
The First of a Course of Sermons. 


_ Broox.yn, N. Y., September 28.—[Special. ] 
~ “In the Brooklyn Academy of Music today, Dr. 
~~ "Talmage began a series of sermons on his re- 
cent journey to the Holy Land. «The subject 
of today’s sermon was: “My First Day in 
Palestine.”” After appropriate passages of 
‘Scripture were read, the congregation sang 
with great spirig: 

«We praise Thee, O God, for the Son of Thy love, 
For Jesus who died and is now gone above.” 

The text was: I Kings, x, 7. ‘The half was 
not told me.”’ 

This is the first sermonin a course of Sab- 
bath morning sermons on ‘‘My Recent Journey 
Through the Holy Land and Neighboring 
Countries—What I Saw and WhatI Learned.”’ 
Out of the 64,000,000 of our present American 
population and the millions of our past, only 
about 5,000 have ever visited the Holy Land. 
Of all those who cross to Europe, less than 5 
per cent ever get as far as Rome, and less than 
2 per centever get to Athens, and less than a 
quarter of l per cent ever get to Palestine. 
Of the less than a .quarter of 1 per 
cent who do go to the Holy 
Land, some see nothing but the nox- 
ious insects and the fifth of the Oriental cities 
and come back wishing they had never gone. 
Of those who see much ‘of interest and come 
home, only a small portion can tell what they 
have seen, the tongue unable to report the eye. 
The rarity of a successful, intelligent and 
happy journey through the Holy Land is very 
marked. Butthe time approaches when a 
journey to Palestine will be common. Thou- 
sands will go where now there are scores. Two 
locomotives were recently sent up from Joppa 
to Jerusalem and railroads are about to begin 
in Palestine and the day willcome when the 
cry will be, ‘‘All out for Jerusalem!” ‘Twenty 
minutes for breakfast at Tiberias!” ‘Change 

ears for Tyre!"’ ‘Grand Trunk junction for 
Nineyeh!’’ ‘‘All out for Damascus!” Mean- 
while the wetlocks of the Atlantic ocean and 
Adriatic and Mediterranean seas are being 
shorn, and not only is the voyage shortened, 
but, after a while, without crossing the ocean 
you or your children will visit the Holy Land. 
A company of. capitalists have gone 
up to Behring Straits, where the Ameri- 
can and Asiatic continents come within 
thirty-six miles of meeting. These capitalists 
or others will build a Ries across those 
straits. for midway arethree islands called 
“The Diomedes’”’ and the wateris not deep 
andfis never disturbed with icebergs. Trains of 
cars will run from America across that bridge 
and on down through Siberia, bringing under 
more immediate observation the Russian out- 
rages against exiles and consequently abolish- 
ing them, and there are persons here today, 
who, without one qualm of sea-sickness, will 
visit that wonderful land where the Christly 
Abrahamic, Mosaic, Davidic, Solomonic 
and Herodic histories overlap each other with 
such power that by the time I took my feet 
out of the stirrups at the close of the journey, 
I felt so wrung out with emotion that it 
seemed nothing else could ever absorb my 
feelings again. 

The chief hindrance for going to Palestine 
‘with many is the dreadful sea, and though I 
have crossed it ten times it is more dreadful 
every time, and I fully sympathize with what 
was said one night when Mr. Beecher and I 
went over to speak in New York at the an- 
niversary of the Seamen’s Friend Society 
and the clergyman making the opening prayer 
quoted from St. John: ‘*‘There shall + no 
more sea,’’ and Mr. Beecher, seated beside me, 
_ in memory of a recent ocean voyage said 

-“Amen,I am giad of that. By the partial

ting down of rail tracks across every count

And 
some of the leaves got wet as the waves dashed 
over our boat on Lake Galilee, and the book 
was jostled in the saddle bags for many weeks, 
but it isa new book tome, newer than any 
book that yesterday came out of our great 
rinting houses. All my life I had heard of 
alestine and I had read about it, and talked 
about it, and preached about it, and sung 
about it, and prayed about it, and dreamed 
about it, until] my anticipations were piled up 
into something like Himalayan proportions, 
and yet I have to cry out.fas did the queen of 
Sheba when she first visited the Holy Land: 
“The half was not told me.’’ 

In order to make the more accurate and 
vivid a book I have been writing. a life of 
Christ, entit!ed, ‘‘From Manger to Throne,”’ I 
left home last October, and on the last night 
of November we were waiking the decks of 
the Senegal, a Mediterranean steamer. It 
Wasa ship of immense proportions. There 
were but few passengers, for it is generally 
rough at that time of the year, and p!easurists 
are not apt to be voyaging there and 
then. The stars were ali out that 
night. Those armies of light seemed 

tohave had their shields newly burnisbed. 
We walked the polished deck. Not much was 
Said, for in all our hearts was the dominant 
word ‘‘tomorrow.’”’ Soméhow the Acropolis, 
Which a few days before had thrilled us at 
Athens, now in our minds lessened in the 
height of its columns and the glory of its tem- 
ples. And the Egyptian pyramids in our 
memory lessened their cake of obsolete 
masonry, and the Coliseum of Rome was not 
s0vastaruinasit a few weeks before had 
Seemed tobe. And all that we had seen and 
heard dwindled in importance, for tomorrow, 
tomorrow we shall see the Holy Land. ‘‘Cap- 
tain, what time will we come in sight of Pal- 
estine?” ‘‘Well,” he said, “if the wind and 
sea remain as they are, about daybreak.”

Of many of the 
inhabitants of Palestin _I asked the 
question, ‘‘Has the sultan of Turkey ever been 
here ?’’ wer, ‘‘No.” ‘Why don’t he 
come, wheh it belongs to his dominion?” 
And, after the man interrogated looked this 
way, and that, so as to know he would not be 
reported, the answer would invariabl be, ‘‘He 
dare not come.” I believed it. Ifthe sultan 
of Turkey attempted to visit Jerusalem, he 
would never get back again. All Palestine 
hateshim. Isaw him goto the mosque for 
prayers in his own city of Constantinople and 
saw 7,000 armed men riding out to protect him. 
Expensive prayers! Of course that govern- 
ment wants no better harbor at Joppa. May 
God remove that curse of nations, that old ha 
of the centuries, the Turkish government 
For its everlasting insult to God and woman, 
let it perish! And so those rocks at the harbor 
remain the jaws of repeated destruction. 
_Aswe descended the narrow steps at the 
side of the ship, we heard the clamor, and 
—, and swearing, of fifteen or sixteen 
ifferent races of men of all features, and all 
colors and all vernaculars: all differentin a 
pmnanns, but all alike in desire to get their 
aggage and ourselves at exorbitant prices. 
Twenty boats and only ten passengers to go 
ashore. The man having charge of us pushes 
aside some, and strikes with a heavy stick 
others, and by violences that would not be tol- 
erated in our country, but which seemed to be 
the only manner of making any] impression 
there, clears our way into one of the boats 
which heads for the shore. We are within 
fifteen miles of the Christ-land. Now we 
hear shouting from the beach and in flve min- 
utes we will be landed. The prow of the boat 
is caught by men who wade out to help us in. 
We are tremulous with suppressed excitement, 
our breath is quick, and from the side of the 
boat we spring to the shore, and Sunday morn- 
ing, December 1, 1889, about 8 o’clock, our feet 
touch Palestine. Forever to me and mine 
will that day and hour be commemorated, for 
that pre-eminent mercy. Let it be mentioned 
in prayer by my children and children’s child- 
ren after we are gone, that morning we were 
permitted to enter that land, and gaze upon 
those holy hills, and feel the emortions that 
rise, and fall, and weep, and laugh, and sing, 
and triumph at such a disembarkation. 

On the back of hillsone hundred and fifty 
feet high Joppa is lifted toward the skies. It 
is as picturesque as it is quaint, and as much 
unlike any city we have ever seen as though 
it were built in that star, Mars, where a few 
nights ago this very September, astronomers 
through unparalleled telescopes saw a snow 
storm raging. How glad we were to be in 
Joppa! Why, this is the city where Dorcas, 
that queen of the needle, lived and died and 
was resurrected. You remember that the poor 
pone came around the dead body of this 

nefactress and brought specimens of her 
kind needle work and said, ‘‘Dorcas made 
this;’’ ‘‘Dorcas sewed that;” ‘‘Dorcas cut 
and fitted this;’’ ‘‘Dorcas hemmed that.’’ Ac- 
cording to Lightfoot, the commentator, they 
laid her out in state in a public room, and the 
poor wrung their hands and cried, and sent 
for Peter, who performed a miracle by which 
the good woman ‘came back to life and 
resumed her benefactions. An _ especial 
resurrection day for one woman! She was 
the model by which many women of our day 
have fashioned their lives, and at the first 
blast of the horn of the wintry tempest, there 
appear ten thousand Dorcases—Dorcases of 
Brooklyn, Dorcases of New York, Dorcases of 
London, Dorcases ef all the neighborhoods 
and townsand cities of Christendom, just as 
good as the Dorcas of the Joppa which I 
visited. Thank God for the ever-increasing 
skill and sharpness and speed and generosity 
of Dorcas’s needle! 

‘*What is that man doing?” I said to the 
dragoman in the streets of Joppa. ‘‘Oh, he is 
carrying his bed.’’” Multitudes of the people 
sleep out-of-doors, and that is the way so 
many in those lands become blind. It is from 
the dew of the night falling on the eyelids. As 
a result of this, in Egypt, every twentieth 
person is totally blind. tn Oriental lands the 
bed is made of athin small mattress, a blanket 
and a pillow, and when the man rises in the 
morning he just ties up the three into a bundle 
and shoulders it and takesitaway. It was to 
that the Savior referred when he said 
to the sick man, ‘*Take up thy bed and walk.’’ 
An American couch or an English couch 
would require at least four men to carry it, but 
one Oriental can easily manage his slumber 
equipment. 

But Iinhale some of the odors of the large 
tanneries around Joppa. It is there to this 
day, @ prosperous business, this tanning of 
hides. And that reminds me of Simon the 
tanner, who lived at Joppa, and was the host 
of Peterthe apostle. I suppose the olfactories 
of Peter were as easily insulted by the odors 
of atannery as others. But the Bible says, 
“He lodged with one Simon, the tanner.” 
People who go out to do reformatory and mis- 
sionary and Christian work must not be too 
sensitive. Simon no doubt brought to his 
homestead every night the malodors of the 
calf skins and ox hides in his tannery, but 
Peter lodged in that home, not only because 
he may not have been invited to the houses of 
merchant princes surrounded by redolent gar- 
dens, but to teach all men and women engaged 
in trying to make the world better, they 
must not be squeamish and fastidious and 
finical and over-particularin doing the work 
of the world. The church of God is dying of 
fastidiousness. We cry over the sufferings 

the world in hundred-dollar 
pocket handkerchiefs, and then 
put acentin the poor box. There are many 
willing to do Christian work among the clean- 
ly and the refined and the elegant and the 
educated; but excuse them from takinga 
loaf of bread down a dirty alley, excuse them 
from teaching a mission school among the 
uncombed and the unwashed, excuse them from 
touching the hand of one. whose {finger nails 
are in mourning for departedsoap. Such re- 
ligious precisionists can toil in atmospheres 
laden with honeysuckle and rosemary, but 
notin air floating upfrom the malodorous 
yats. No, no, no! excuse them from lodging 
with one Simon, the tanner.,

Armies in the civil war 
were to be fitted out with clothing, and the 
sewing machine invention came out to make 
it possible. Immense farming acreage is pre- 
sented in this country—enough to support 
millions of our native born and millions of 
foreigners; but the old style of plow and 
scythe and reaper and thresher cannot do the 
work, and there came steam plows, steam 
harrows, steam reapers, steam rakes, steam 
threshers, and the work is accomplished. The 
forests of the earth fail to afford sufficient 
fuel, and so the coal mines surrender a suf- 
ficiency. The cotton crops were luxuriant, 
but of comparatively little value, for they 
could not be managed, and so, just at the 
right time, Hargreaves came with his inven- 
tion of the spinning jenny, and Arkwright 
with his roller, and Whitney with his cotton 
gin. The world, after pottering along with 
tallow candles and whale oil, was crying for 
better light and more of it, and the hills of 
Pennsylvania poured out rivers of oil, 
and kerosene illumined the — nations. 
But the oil wells began to fail, and 
then the electric light comes forth to turn 
night into day. Spallevents are woven to- 
gether, and the world is magnificently gov- 
erned, because it is divinely governed. We 
criticise things and think the divine machinery 
is going wrong, and put our fingers amid the 
wheels only to get them crushed. But, I say, 
hands off! Things are coming out gloriously. 
Cornelius may be in Cesarea, and Peter in 
Joppa, but their dreams meet. It is one hand 
that is managing the world, and thatis God’s 
hand, and one mind that is planning all things 
for good, and that is God’s mind; and one 
heart that is filled with love, aud pardon, and 
sympathy, and that isGod’sheart. Have faith 
in Him. Fret about nothing. Things are not 
at loose ends. There ara no accidents. All 
will come out right in your history andin the 
world. As you are waking from one dream up- 
stairs, an explanatory dream will be knocking 
at the gate down-stairs. 

Standing herein Joppa, I remember that 
where we this morning disembarked, 
the prophet Jonah embarked. For 
the first time in life I fully 
understand that story. God told Jonah 
to goto Nineveh, but the prophet doclined 
that call and came here to J oppa. Iwas for 
weeks, while in the Holy Land, consulting 
with tourist companies as to how I could take 
Ninevah in ny journey. They did not encour- 
age the undertaking. It is a most tedious ride 
to Nineveh and a desert. Now I see an addi- 
tional reason why Jonah did not want to go to 
Nineveh. He not only revolted because of the 
disagreeable message he was called to deliver 
at Nineveh, but because it wasa long way and 
tough, and bandit-infested, so he came here to 
Joppa and took ship. But, alas, for the disas- 
trous voyage! He paid his full fare for the 
whole voyage, but the ship company did not 
fill their part of the contract. To this day 
they have not paid back that passage nroney. 
Why people should doubt the story of Jonah 
and the whale is more of a myster 
than the Blble event itself. 
I do not need the fact that Pliny, the 
historian, records that the skeleton of a whale 
forty feet long, and with hide a foot and a half 
thick, was brought from Joppa to Rome. The 
event recorded in the book of Jonah has oc- 
curred a thousand times. The Lord always has 
a whale outside the harbor for a man who 
starts in the wrong direction. Recreant Jonah! 
I do not wonder that even the whale was sick 
ofhim. This prophet was put in the Bible, 
not as an example, but as a warning because 
the world not only needs light-houses, but 
buoys, to show where therocksare. The Bible 
story of him ends by showing the prophetina 
fit of the sulks. He was mad because Nine- 
veh was not destroyed, and then he went out 
to pout, and sat under a big leaf, using it for 
shade from the tropical sun, and when a worm

disturbed that leaf, andit withered and the” 


sun smote Jonah, he flew into a great rage and 
said: ‘‘It is better for me to die than to live.”’ 
A prophet in a rage because he had lost his 
umbrella! Beware of petulance! 

But standing here on the housetop at 
Joppa, I look off upon the sands near the 
beach, and I almost expected to find them 
crimsoned and incarnadined. But no; the 
rains long ago washed away the last sign of the 
Napoleonic massacre.] Napoleon was marching 
on through the coasts. He had here at Joppa 
4,000 Albanians, who had been surrendered as 
prisoners of war, and under a promise of pro- 
tection. Whatshall we do withthem? It 
will be impossible for him to take them along, 
and he cannot afford to leave soldiers enough 
to guard them from escape. It will not be 
dirticult forthe man who broke the héart of 
lovely Josephine and who, when asked if the 
greai losses of lifein his battles were not too 
dear a price to pay for his victories shrugged 
his shoulders mirthfully and said, ‘‘you must 
break the eggs if you want to make an omelet,”’ 
I say, it will not be difficult for him to decide. 
The prisoners of war, by his order, are taken 
out on the sands and put to death—1,000 of 
them, 2,000 of them, 3,000 of them, 4,000 of them 
massacred: And the blood pours down into 
the sea, the red of the one mingling with the 
blue of the other, and making an awful 
maroon which neither God nor the nations can 
ever forget. Ye who are fond of vivid con- 
trasts, put the two scenes of Joppa side by 
side, Dorcas with her needle, and the im- 
mortal butcher with his knife. 

But ‘standing on this Joppa housetop, I 
look off on the Mediterannean, and what is 
that strange sight I sec? The waters are 
black, seemingly for miles. There seems to 
be a great multitude of logs fastened together. 
Oh, yes, itis a great raft of timbers. They 
are cedars of Lebanon which King Hiram is 
furnishing King Solomon in exchange for 20,- 
000 measures of wheat, 20,000 baths of oil, and 
20,000 baths of wine. These cedars have been 
cut down and trimmedin the mountains of 
Lebanon by the 70,000 axmen engaged 
there with great withes and 
iron bolts are fastened _ together, 
and they are floating down to 
Joppa to be taken across the land for Solo- 
mon’s temple now building at Jerusalem, for 
we have lost our hold of the nineteenth century 
and are clear back in the ages. The rafts of 
cedar are guided into what is called the Moon 
Pool, an old harbor, south of Joppa now filled 
with sand and useless. With long pikes the tim- 
ber is pushed this way and that in the water, 
then with levers, and manya loud, long “‘lo, 
heave!’’ as the carters get their shoulders under 
the great weight, the timber is fastened tothe 
wagons and the lowing oxen are yoked to the 
load, and the procession of teams moves on 
with crack of whip, and drawled-out words 
which translated, I suppose, would correspond 
with the “‘whoa, haw, gee!”’ of modern team- 
sters, toward Jerusalem, which ig fortyone miles 
away, over mountainous distances, which for 
hundreds of years defied all engineering. And 
these rough cedars shall beconte carved pillars, 
and beautiful altars, and rounded bannisters, 
and traceried panels, and sublime ceiling, and 
exquisite harps, and kingly chariots. 
As the wagon train moves out from 
Joppa over the plain of Sharon toward 
Jerusalem, I say to myself, what vast 
numbers of people helped build that temple of 
Solomon, and what vast numbers of people 
are now engaged in building the wider, higher, 


} grander temple of righteousness rising in the 


earth. Our Christian ancestry toiled at it, 
ainid sweat and tears, and hundreds of the 
generations of the,good, and the long train of 
Christian workers still moves on, and as in 
the construction of Selomon’s aay te some 
hewed with the ax in the faraway Lebanon, 
and some drove a wedge, and some twisted a 
withe, and some trod the wet and slippery 
rafts on the sea, and some yoked the ox, and 
some pulled at the load, and some shoved the

Although the first of 
December and winter, the airis full of fra- 
grance from gardens all a-bloom, and undér 
my window are acacia and tamarisk and mul- 
berry and century plants and orange groves 
and oleander. m the drowsiness of the 
air and the fatigues of the day I feel sleepy. 
Good night. Tomorrow morning we start for 
Jerusalem. .

Proclamation. 


STATE OF GEORGIA, EXECUTIVE DEP’T, 
ATLANTA, GA., August 4, 1830. 
HEREAS, THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF 
1889 passed the following act, in accordance 
with the requirements of the constitution, towit: 
“An act to amend Art. 7, Sec. 1, Par. 1, of the con- 
stitution of 1887, and the act of 1885, amendatory 
thereof, 80 as to include widows of Confederate 
soldiers in the aid therein extended, and for other 
purposes, 

SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the general assem-— 
bly of the state of Georgia, That. the act of 1885, 
approved October 19, 1835, amending article 7, see- 
tion first, paragraph 1, cf the constitution of 1887, 
be and the same is hereby amended by adding 
thereto and at the end of said act, the following 
words: “And for the widows of said confederate 
soldiers as may have died in the service of the 
confederate states, or since from wounds received 
therein or disease contracted in the service; pro- 
vided, this act shall only apply tosuch persons a¢ 
were married at the time of such service and have 
remained unmarried since the death of such sol- 
dier husband,” sothat said article 7, section 1,para- 
graph 1, of the constitution of 1877, and the act 
amendatory thereof, shall read as follows: “Toe 
supply the soldiers who ks: a limb or limbs in the 
military service of the confederate states with 
substantial artificial limbs during life, and te 
make suitable provision for such confederate sol- 
diers as may have otherwise been disabled or per- 
manently injuredin such service; and for the 
widows of such confederate soldiers as may have 
died in the service of the eonfederate states, os 


| since frum wounds received therein, or disease 


contracted in tl 6 service.”’ 

Provided, That this act shall only apply to such 
widows 38 were married at the time of the servi 
and have remained unmarried since the death 
such soldier husband. 

Section 2. And beit further enacted, That1if this 
amendment shall be agreed to by two-thirds 
the members elected toeach of the two houses, the 
same shall be entered on their jcurnals with yeas 
and nays, taken thereon, and the governor shall 
cause said amendments to be publishedin one or 
more newspapers in each congressional district for 
two (2) months previous to the next general elec- — 
tion, and the same shall be submitted to the 
at the next genera! election, and the legal voters 
atthe next said general election shall have in-

In the October Arena, LBoston’s new 
literary-political magazine, Mr. Edward A. 
Oldham, now of Norfolk, Va., has an article 
on “The Great Political Upheaval at the 
South.’ The article is not remarkable for 
any depth of thought or statesmanship. It 
contains a few truths which have already 
been aired in the newspapers, and afew mis- 
statements—for the article is very brief— 
which are likely to mislead the ignorant. 

As the editor of The Arena confines Mr. 
Oldham to three pages and a third—an evi- 
dence of good judgment on his part—there is 
not enough of this ‘‘political upheaval’ 
writing to warrant an extended review. So 
we shal! be as brief as Mr. Oldham in our re- 
marks—if not briefer. 

The political upheaval to which the writer 
refers is attributed to the influence of the 
Farmers’ Alliance in politics. This is well 
enough as far as it goes; but if we take Mr. 
Oldham’s word for it, the democratic party 
in the south had become so corrupt, so given 
over to stratagem and spoils, that an up- 
heaval and general overturning were abso- 
lutely necessary for the purification of the 
party and the salvation of the states. 

He would have the country believe that it 
was and is a party of selfishness and greed; 
that its leaders cared only for their personal 
advancement, and nothing for the interests 
of the people or the state—in a word, that it 
Was a machine, manipulated in the interest 
of the few, soulless, self-centered and unpa- 
triotic. 

He begins by telling us that ‘‘oyverwhelm- 
ing majorities create mediocrity in the states- 
manship of the commonwealth’’—quite a, 
heavy sentence for so light a young man— 
and then he launches forth into the body of 
his article. We present an extract, which 
foilows close upon the heels of his opening 
declaration: 

When the southern soldiers marched home from 
Appomattox, after the surrender of General Lee, 
those chieftains who had won the greatest renown 
fortheir valor became the civic leaders of the 
peopie, Their dispassionate wisdom and sagacious 
executive faculty bridged the southern states over 
the perils of the reconstruction period. With the 
gradua! disappearance of danger, a sense of relax- 
ation took place, and the old veterans, feeling the 
weight of years, began to retire to the less tumult- 
uous scenes of private life, surrendering the affairs 
of state and cuntrol of party to the younger lead- 
ers. Year after year, the war record ceased to 
have that potent factorage in winning emoluments 
of office. Untried men in many instances were 
elected to high positions; retrenchment found 
fewer advocates; extravagance, insidious-like, 
began to creep in, and corruption became revealed 
at intervals and there. * * * * In one or more 
 gtates of the south this arraignment will be calied 
severe, but with the rest itis only outlining the 
situation in the mildest language. 

‘**This arraignment’’ is not only ‘‘severe,”’ 
but it isin the main untrue. Like individ- 
uals, parties are liable to err, but we do not 
believe that these charges of ‘‘corruption”’ 
can be substantiated. 

Mr. Oldham is himself a young man with 
a supposed future before him; but it is-evi- 
dent from the above that he has little faith 
in the sagacity and wisdom of the brilliant 
young men of the south, who have made 
their way to the front, and now. wear 
worthily the laurels of these very men who 
**bridged the southern states over the recon-- 
struction period’’—the young men who, by 
their brains and might, have kept the demo- 
cratic party in solid phalanx, and have made 
the scuth the beauty and wonder that she is 

‘today. 

But with all due deference to the noble 


_-Sork of the ‘‘chieftains of the war,’’ whom 


Mr. Oldham eulogizes, we are inclined to 
think that he is insincere when he mourns 
their retirement from the field of politics, for 
a little further on he virtually charges Wade 
Hampton, of South Carolina, with pandering 
to the spoilsmen and trading in public office, 
as one of a ‘*‘political trust.’’ 

Whatever may have been the intention of 
che writer, his article seems insincere, and is 
certainly contradictory throughout. Mr. Old- 
ham, we believe, is a democrat, and as such 
he places the democratic party of the south 
ina bad light before the country. We re- 
peat that, whatever may have been his de- 
sign, his article is misleading, and in support 
of this statement we give the comment of 


The Cincinnati Commercial Gazette: 
The writer descrikes how the leading men of. the 


south, after Bee’s surrender, served their part in the* 


political destinies of the country, and, being from 
the start war-worn veterans, s00n began to retire 
from public affairs altogether. Younger mén 
took their places, and political degeneracy. began. 
Extravagance and corruption, selfishness and 
recklessness of the public interests began to rule. 
The article is earnest in spirit and apparently 
honest in motive, and is deserving of careful read- 
ing by southern peuple, of whatever party affilia- 
tions, who have grown weary of the democratic 
supremacy, which has Ceue nothingto redeem the 
south from the misfortunes of war. 


This is the kind of reception the article'is 


likely to receive from the republican press,. 
and one can easily imagine the lightin which: 


it places the democratic party before the 


country—the party which has-been the’: 


salvation of the south, and which must bé 
her hope and mainstay in the-future. 

We have not space to speak of Mr; Old- 
ham’s article further. If it-was written to 
meet the requirements of a northern maga- 
zine, it has fulfilled its. mission; if: it was 
written in the interest of the south, it has 
_ fallen far short of its conception,

What Can He Do? 

A young man asks THe CONSTITUTION a 
question which thousands are asking them- 
selves, and, as it is a matter of general in+ 
terest, we give his letter: 

ATLANTA, Ga., September 27.—Editor Constitu- 
tion: I have been a reader of your valuable paper 
from youth, and have found many suggestions 
therein whereby I have profited. I would like for 
you to further aid me, and I submit the follow- 
ing: What would you advise a young man to do, 
who has his nights to himself, to improve his 
time? Lamastenographer. If I learn French 
ami German could I secure a position as foreign 
correspondent with some house? And if so, what 
would be the compensation? Your kind sugges- 
tions will greatly oblige, very respectfully. 

AMBITION, 

The answer to this question depends a 
good deal upon the young man’s cireum- 
stances; a good deal depends upon his. age. 
If he is not over twenty, and will set him- 
self doggedly to it, he may master almost 
any profession. A vast amount may be ac- 
complished in’ an evening. Many of our 
most eminent men fitted themselves for pro- 
fessional or business life by candle-light. 
The renowned Explorer Livingstone acquired 
his education largely at night. Hundreds of 
men honored in our 6wn state have prepared 
themselves for professional life by study 
after dark. It remains with you to choose 
your avocation. The choice depends much 
on natural endowments, but having- made 
the choice the rest depends upon determined, 
persevering effort. Will power will put a 
young man almost anywhere he wants to go. 

But if you do not wish to enter a profes- 
sion, and havein view an industrial life—and 
that is the Jife which promises most in the 
south—-you will devote some time’ to study 
in the line you have chosen. Whatever you 
do, master your business and let your 
knowledge of it be broad and accurate. 
Study the laws of supply and demand, 
study the wants of the people, study the 
technique of your business, If there is any- 
thing init which you do not understand, 
make it your business to yo to the bottom of 
it. If it is manufaeturing, know it from the 
origin and supply of ihe raw material to the 
last step in the manufacture and marketing 
of the finished product. Ifit is merchan- 
dise, study the laws of trade, study 
markets, make yourself an expert judge of 
goods and learn'the art of persuasion, for 
that is the gift of a salesman. 

But if you are in business, most of these 
things will come in your daily experience, 
and your evenings will be profitably devoted 
to general culture. .A business man in mid- 
dle life has little time to read, so. you would 
better do all you can while'you are young. 
A cultured mincéand a good fund’of general 
information are worth as much to a business 
man as to anyone, some narrow-minded 
business men to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing. 

In regard to French and German, they 
would be of great value «in an importer’s 
office, but the importing business will be 
very much smaller after the passage of“ he 
McKinley bill. What seems mcve promis- 
ing in that line just now is the trade with 
Spanish America; and it is said that parties 
well versed in Spanish do well in New 
Orleans, where some houses make a special 
effort for Mexican business. It seems in- 
evitable that the south will do a large busi- 
ness with South America before many years 
have passed and that will increase the de- 
mand for Spanish. It would not be too 
much to take up French and Spanish and 
German, for French and Spanish are of 
close kin.

It seems to be a fact that as the urban 
population increases, marriages’ decrease. 
The increase in the urban population of' the 


United States during this century has been | 


from 4to 22 per cent. This rush to’ the 
towns and cities has taken place all over the 
world, and this congestion of population has 
brought on many.disorders in social and 
moral, as well as in physical. life. The 
crushing foree of competition in the struggle 
of life'is more grievously felt: in ‘the cities 
than in the country, and young men, mind- 
‘ful of Lord Bacon’s saying, that ‘“‘Ne who 
hath a wife and family hath given hostages 
to fortune,’’ come to be very: careful about 
taking on themselves the responsibilities of 
So it comes to pass 
that fewer men marry, and for every man 
who remains a bachelor, there is one less 
married woman.

population has an important bearing on the

it is not because fewer men were born there; 
on the contrary, taking the whole popula- 
tion of Massachusetts, rural and urban, the 
majority of children born are boys. The 
struggle for a livelihood forces thousands of 
young men to the western and middle states, 
where the census*shows a large male major- 
ity. So it comes that, in countries from 


«which emigration is:flowing,-there is an ex: 


cess'of women.: 

Two canses‘artsing out of the growth of 
urban population,-then, have a tendency to 
decrease the number of «marriages. First, 
the congestion of population ‘makes * the 
struggle of life-harder, and deters men from 
assuming the responsibilities of married life. 
Sécond, nature’s strange’ working. in the 
presence - of congested-- population depletes 
the ranks of the males and reduces their 
natural majority to a‘minority,. The influx 
of males from the couritry to the towns about 
restores*the equilibrium in-the cities; but 
when emigration drains the country of men, 
there is no nattiral majority of males to com- 
pensate for the loss, 

It is to these two causes, no doubt, that 
the decrease of marriages in England is 
largely due; but there isanother cause which 
just now operates against marriage. It is 
that nowadays a great many women earn a 
good living for themselves, and are disposed 
to be more critical when-a man comes along 
with an offer of marriage. This is not say- 
ing that they-are any the less womanly, but 
their contact with the business world makes 
them judge aman very much as a_ business 
man would before they permit themselves to 
think of him as a sentimental! possibility. 

At the same time, there are influences at 
work to set the minds of women against 
marriage. Not long ago Grant Allen stirred 
up a tempest of indignation among ‘‘ad- 
vanced”’ women'by printing an article in 
whieh he gave some strong physiological 
reasons for his belief that woman was not in- 
tended to take care of herself. 
influences‘haye no very great effect. The 
very womanliness of a woman leads her to 
marriage when the right man comes. along, 
Therefore, we ‘conelude that the question, 


‘‘Why do not the women marry?’’ is not. 


one of general application, but is pertinent 
only in those communities where the normal 
and healthy condition of humanity is dis- 
turbed by the congestion of population. or 
some other potent cause of disorder,

The south isasking no favors 
in extending a general invitation to the 
country to visit her. Whatever benefit may 
result from it will be mutual.

1 ) Howard street. She isa tall girl, with a 
w. owy figure, small, delicate features, a 
welth of light brown hair and bright blue 
eye3, which to the observer indicate nothing 


abnormal. 

“I was born in New Orleans,” said she, talk- 
lug about her case, “‘but went to Texas with 
my parents when quite young. We came here 
to San Francisco about twoand a half years 
ago, Up to last April I was alwaysin perfect 
health. Then I was attacked with a heavy 
pain in my left side, which went away after 
awhile, but came back again, and since then 
has always been present, shifting its location 
to different parts of my body. With the ex- 
ception of the centers of pain in my side, in 
my eyes and at the base of my brain, I scarcely 
have any feeling at all. It is so strange that I 
can’t describe it. I feel as if I was almost 
yiothing, as though I was a iiving ghost. 

‘And then my eyes. Itis so strange. Some- 
times I see double, sometimes triple, and 

-asetimes five, ten, fifteen, twenty or twenty- 

» images of the same cbject. My right eye 
lately has been perfectly blind, but I can look 
backward into my brain with my left eye and 
seo along the optic nerve around to my fight 
eve. I can see the pupil and other portions of 
the eye, and I can see the optic nerve plainly. 
I ean see the veins and the arteries, and it 
seems as if I could look backward into my 
brain for about three inches. 

“Tn one place it looked as if the artery di- 
vided and went off to one side, and there are 
three places where it bulges out. The one 
farthest back, when I first saw it, looked to be 
about the size of a pea—now it seems to be 
about twice as large. The next place is about 
as big as two pinheads, and the other one, 
cose up to my eye, is about the size of a pin- 
head. Afier the pain came on in Aprill 
had asthmatic spells and convulsions, and 
something that the doctor said was very much 
like lockjaw. 

“In June I began to fee] numb in the left 
side, and gradually seemed to lose all feeling. 
it was not until July that I had any trouble 
with my eyes. On the 4th I sawtriple. I 
could see two objects with my left eye and 
one with my right. Then I saw double, and 
iu an hour or so my sight was just the same as 
cver. 

“Then for a while I became completely 
dead in my leftear. Icould not taste any- 
thing on the left side of my mouth, nor detect 
auy odor with the left nasal passage. On July 
23d, I went completely blind for a whole day. 
Then I saw triple, aud the next day went 
blind again, but for a shorttimeonly. On July 
28th I could see three objects with my left eye 
and two with my right. Later on the same 
day the objects increased to six and four. The 
numbness went away from my left side, and 
my right seemed to be without any feeling. 
On the last day of July I saw ten objects wit 
my left eye and five with my right, which in- 
creased in the afternoon fifteen and ten, so 
that there seemed to be twenty-five images for 
every object I looked at. 

“The next day I suffered from asthma, and 
fom pain that was almost unbearable, I went 
‘nto convulsions, and my teeth were set as 
tough I had the lockjaw. 

‘Sometimes the numbness shifts from one 
s..le to the other, and sometimes I feel nunid 
al.over. At times my sight seems to be 
»otural, aud then all ofa sudden I can see 
i°4, fifteen or twenty-five objects. Every- 
t ing has a sort of misty look, and the objec 
a; pear to be floating in front of me. When 
walk I can’t feel that I am walking; I seem 
to be as though I was made of air; I don’t 
have any sensation of weight. I can’t exactly 
cd seribe it, but itis very much asif my body 
hid turned into nothing, and I was all spirit.”’ 

Miss Palmer’s case has attracted a great deal 
o: attention among the physicians, who seem 
to be at a loss to assign a cause for her peculiar 
malady. They cannot state whether it is a 
functional derangement of the nervous system 
or whether an organic trouble has given rise to 
the peculiar optical faculties which she be- 
lieves that she possesses. She has consulted a 
number of physicians, and is at present under 
treatment.

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Hard Riding in the East. 
F vom The Galveston News. 

During the last contury, when long journeys, 
called riding posts, were much in voguein Eu- 

pe among the aristocracy and wealthy sport- 
Jig men, a match was made between Mr. Shafts 

ad Mr. Maywell for 1,000 guineas, Mr. Shafts 
}) finda man who would ride 100 miles per 
ay for twenty-seven consecutive days. 

There was a great deal of money bet on this 
tring, principally against it being done. It was 
well known, however, that distances of 800 to 
1,200 or even 1,500 miles had frequently beep 
covered at the rate of from 100 to120, oreven 150 
miles per diem, but the knowing ones thought 
that the enormous distance of 2,700 miles at 100 
per day would be likely to break any horseman 
down. Nevertheless, Mr. John Woodcock, who 
was selected to ride by Mr. Shafts, performed 
the feat without any extra fatigue or punish- 
ment. He used thirty horses and rode three 
or four of them each day. 

In Turkey the sultan’s mails and dispatches 
from outlying provinces used to be carried by 
Tartars riding post, with relays of horses 
changed every twenty or thirty miles, and are 
now in some parts of the country where tele- 
graphs have not been established. The same 
manin charge went the whole distance. These 
couriers would often perform great feats of en- 
durance. From Bagdad to Constantinople is 
1,600 miles, not over a level or rolling prairie, 
but frequently crossing mountain ranges, along 
precipices, across torrents, &c., and there is not 
a mile of made road the whole way, yet the 
ordinary time the Tartars took to perform the 
distance was a fortnight, and on urgent occa- 
sions it had been done in twelve days, and 
even in eleven days. 

There is no doubt whatever about this, be- 
cause this route through Asia Minor, from the 
Persian gulf, was,in former days, before the Red 
sea route was established, often used by officers 
and others who did not mind rough travel and 
were in a hurry toget home or to get out to 
India, and they often rode with the Tartars 
from end to end, beside which the British resi- 
dent at Bagdad, or rather the residency, was 
for more than a century in the habit of trans- 
mitting dispatches from India to Constantino- 
ple and Europe by these same carriers. As 
much as 150 miles per day has often been done 
for eight or ten days by the Tartars. They 
only rested four hours out of the twenty-four 
and pushed on the rest of the time at the rate 
of six to ten miles an hour.
